WASHINGTON, May 16.—The bribery of 


two members of tlie United States sen- 
ate has been attempted. The author- 
ized announcement of the sensational 
[net was made today. The senators ap- 
proached were Hunton of Virginia and 
Ivylu of South Dakota. 
The object of 


this proposed purchase of vot«s was the 
defeat of the pending tariff bill. 


Ever since the tariff light began in 


the senate there have been vague rum- 
ors floating around the cnpitol corridors 
and committee rooms to the effect that 
the protected interests proposed to ex- 
pend hundreds of thousands of dollars 
and millions if necessary, lo prevent the 
passage of the tariff bill with its income 
tax amendment. Suspicion has_ rested 
upon more than one Democratic sen- 
ator. 


Today for the first, lime Senator Hun- 


ton of Virginia informed Home of his 
senatorial colleagues that a man coming 
from South Dakota had offered to pay 
for his vote against the tariff bill. 


Senator Hunton Bays he never saw tlio 


man who offered tho bribe, the negotia- 
tions being carried on through hie son. 
The briber offered $75,000 for Hunton's 
vote and the Senator is satisfied $100,000 
would readily have been given. It is 
understood thai Kyle has u record of 
tho briber's conversation and proposi- 
tion. Tho person to whom the descrip- 
tion of the corruptionist applies is 
Major J. A. Ilutta of Bultzville, N. D., 
once a member of congress from South 
Carolina and now a farmer and lobbyist. 


Kx-lleprcBcntative J. A. ButU of 


Butt/.ville, N.1X, whose name is men- 
tioned in connection with the alleged 
attempt to purchase tlie vote of Senators 
Kyle and Hunton on the tariff bill, has 
askcrl for a full investigation at the 
hands of the senate of the charges 
against him.

Iho 
wheat grower who lias only hall a crop 
this vear ami wlio must comiiete in the 
Eiien'sh market with all the world, may 
well inquire why he is not as ranch en- 
titled to eovernment bounty as the 
sucar lords of Louisiana. Ihis EURar 
bounty is a direct application ol the pro- 
tective principle, whic.li results in the 
robberv of the many for the benefit ol 
the few. Whether this principle he ap- 
plied indirectly through the tariff, or di- 
rectly in the form of a" bounty on special 
products, it is equally a press injustice 
to the multitude of taxpayers. The 
principal difference Is that the bounty 
pavments serve to nrinii out in flaring 
fashion tlie iniquity of the whole sys- 
tem. — Stockton Mail. 


The Mail is eminently corrett In its 


opinion that the farmers should give 
sonic consideration to the facts re- 
garding the Eiipir bounty. There is 
probably no feature of the McKinley 
law which promised to be of more ben- 
efit to the fanners of California, and to 
those of other portion? of the country 
for thai matter, than the sugar bounty. 
It would directly benefit them by estab- 
lishing a new and prolilable afiricultiira] 


- 
industry, and would benulit them imli- 
reclly by eivinfr them cheaper «»par 
than they will get under tlic jiroposcil 
democratic duty on imported sii|:ar. 


Another and very important bcnclit 


would be tho acreage it would result In 
eliminating [rom tlio production of 
wheat and other crops which scarcely 
more than pay tho coat of production, 
decreasing competition in those crops 
and increasing tlie reward of those who 
continue lo produce them. 


The establishment of the sugar pro- 


duction in this country would udil one 
more to the !i?t o! great industries sup- 
plying our own market and kcepinu the 
money expended therefore at home in- 
stead of rending it abroad lo sustain Ibu 
capital and laljor ol foreign countries. 
Take oiic-quarler of the land now de- 
voted lo wheat growing in tills country 
and put It to tlic use of producing heel 
nnd cane sugar and we would have two 
profitable agricultural industries where 
neither actually exist now. 
Wheat 


growing we have, it is true, but it is 
rendered unprofitable liccauee too much 
of land is uecd for its production. The 
acreage devoted lo it should be curtailed 
by the introduction of other crops, and 
certainly, under the encouragement of 
the existing bounty, none promises 
larger or better results than sugar. 


There may he some objection to the 


large holdings oi tho sugar planters in 
Louisiana, but it is evident that small 
farmers will also avail themselves of the 
opportunity to establish themselves in 
the new industry in the cane growing 
jcctions of the South ns well as in Uu>|u»lM, 
beet growing districts of the North. The 
"plantion lords" in California who arc 
engaging in the production of sugar 
beets under the McKinley law are the 
owners of small farms in tho vicinity of 
Watsonville, Chlno and other points 
where factories arc established, who 
have remained poor while raising wheat 
for an overstocked market and are find- 
ing a better use for the rich soil which 
they till. Four-fifths of them are hard- 
handed, sunburned ranchers who are as 
deserving of any benefit they may re- 
ceive from this bounty as any class o!
